STREET  IMPROVEMENT  LAW . 


It  is  now  six  months  since  the  completion 
of  the  KcComh  Map  of  the  Township  of 
Bloomfield.  Tha^waa  only  preliminary  to 
other  more  important  steps  which  were  ex 
pec  ted  to  follow,  and  which  it  was  presumed 
would  have  a  far  reaching  influence  upon 
the  future  of  our  town.  But  we  have  not 
learned  that  the  present  Township  Com¬ 
mittee,  upon  whom  it  devolves  to  go  for¬ 
ward  with  the  work,  have  done  anything 
In  carrying  out  the  designs  of  the  law. 

We  have  heard  many  inquiries  as  to  the 
probability  of  the  Committee  taking  any 
action  in  the  case.  Not  being  advised 
ourselves,  we  of  course  could  give  no  in¬ 
formation.  We  have  indeed  expressed  the 
belie!  that  something  would  soon  be  done, 
amLhave  even  hazarded  the  opinion  that 
tfitfxlommittee  could  not  much  longer  de¬ 
lay  action  without  culpability ,  They  may 
have  good  reasons  for  this  unexpected  de¬ 
lay,  but  it  seem*  reasonable  that  the  public 
curiosity  and  anxiety  should  be  satisfied 
by  some  official  explanation  ;  and  we  re¬ 
spectfully  submit  that  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  owe  it  to  their  constituents  to  fur¬ 
nish  it  without  delay.  ^ 

Whni  has  became  of  tbs  fifaMO  map 
which  the  tax  payers  have  paid  tor  though 
very  tew  of  them  have  ever  seen  it  f  Their 
examination  of  it  would  perhaps  be  deem¬ 
ed  of  little  consequence  if  they  were  real* 
izing  the  Legitimate  trulls  of  the  expendi¬ 
ture  in  the  progress  which  the  law  contem¬ 
plated. 

The  detire  which  the  township  commit 
tee  evince  to  avoid  as  far  aa  possible,  in¬ 
augurating  any  measures  which  would  in¬ 
volve  expense  and  increase  the  burdens  of 
the  penpTe,  we  can  well  appreciate  anil 
commend.  But  It  has  been  supposed,  and 
indeed  suggested  by  one  of  the  wisest 
member*  of  the  Commit Ue,  that  much  im 
portent  work  can  now  be  done  in  further¬ 
ing  the  purpose  of  the  law  and  the  inter- 
etts  ot  the  town  without  entailing  any  im¬ 
mediate  nr  considerable  expense. 

There  are  a  number  of  streets  that  it  is 
.well  known  must  be  ei tended  before  long. 
There  are  others  that  should  be  widened; 
and  po^ai Lily  some  new  streets  will  be  de¬ 
sirable  and  necessary.  It  is  very  important 
that  these  improvements  should  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  authority  and  the  Hoes  fixed  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible.  Other  valuable 
Improvements,  dependent  on  these,  would 
speedily  follow  and  a  healthful  impetus  be 
given  to  our  village  progress.  At  present, 
the  uncertainty  respecting  the  openings 
and  line*,  and  termini  of  streets,  is  a  tier  to 
improvement  and  weakens  confidence  in 
the  advancement  of  the  town,  and  discred* 
its  the  village. 

Our  Town  Committee  must  excuse  us  if 
we  say  that  their  neglect  in  forwarding  the 
measures  of  the  street  improvement  law,  is 
liable  to  be  Interpreted  to  their  discredit. 
It  cannot  be  attributed  to  motives  of  econ¬ 
omy*  lor  It  if  not  easy  to  see  where  ex¬ 
pense  would  Ik*  incurred  except  for  the  ad¬ 
ditional  meetings  of  the  town  council  re¬ 
quired  tor  its  con  si  deration.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  us  to  suggest  other  possible 
motive*.  U  the  Committee  have  conceiv¬ 
ed  that  Intel ligrot  citi^ns  are  indifferent 
to  it  we  think  they  are  mistaken.  We  are 
satisfied  that  the  extension  of  Beach  street 
across  the  Canal  to  Walnut  street  j  of  Lib¬ 
erty  street  east  to  Williamson  Avenue 
and  weal  to  Hid ge wood  Avenue ;  of 
Fremont  street  to  Bloomfield  Avenue,  and 
no  doubt  others,  ere  not  matters  of  indif 
fere oce  to  the  people  ot  Bloomfield,  and 
no  observing  man  will  entertain  a  doubt  of 
It  Iwing  done  sooner  or  later.  It  may  not 
to'  need fh]  or  wise  to  push  its  consumma¬ 
tion  at  once,  but  who  will  question  the 
great  advantage  to  the  future  of  Lh*  town 
to  hi  vs  these  obvious  wants  officially 
recognised  and  the  character  and^fifecttou 
of  Improvements  guided  by  inch  official 
sanction
